Tuesu is a forensic fiction that the Law 
-eqnnotert.. The thoory is one of judicial 
infallibility, maintained, like an unulogoua 
theory, for a useful purpose ; but, it heark- 
ened to by the man in the’ street, received 
_and taken with the proverbial grain of salt. 
Without such examples as the Back case to | 
justify our assertion, wo are entitled to 
support it syllogistically. For major pre- 
miss, dwmanum est errare; for minor, “al] 
magistrates are buiman”; therefore, it is 
the natureofa magistrate to arr, occasionally . 
This preamble ‘relieves us of the risk of 
over much presumption in expressing our 
opinion, ‘which. is. also Auman, that the 
clement. of error was perceivable in the 
Jocal convictions of sailor-men who refused 
to undertake war risks. We would offer 
no sweeping condemnation of the law, of the 
interpretation of the law, or of the couse- 
quent sentences which have put upon British 
gailors the gaol-bird stigma. From the 
shipping point of view it- must have been 
very serious and very. annoying when crews 
have interrupted a potentially profitable 
voyage by refusing ‘to continue further than 
Hongkong ;-and some impatience, of the 
part both of captain and magistrate, was 
natural and excusable when the attitude of 
tho defaulting seamen was characterised by 
‘ the stupidity exampled uch cases as that 
of the sailor who ‘botetoed: “I om a 
Britishir, and never change my mind.” 


But the point eeems to be whether the best 
procedure was adopted in baling those 
men into o court of criminal sessions. 
The law of the soa is not the law of the 
land, ‘There are reasona for the differences. 
Yet, obviously, there was.something wrong 
zomowhere in putting men whose" worst 
offeuce waa n breach of contract. into the 
position of criminats, Long before the 
arrival of the Baltic Fleet causei others to 
reconsider the magisterial dictuin that there 
wan no real risk, we felt and expressed 
sympathy for the men thus being punished. 
Wo never felt incline] to gree, that the 
magistrates were right in describing their 
scruples 


as altogether . vexatious - and 


frivolous. Expressious from the Bench 
itself’ gave us occasion to question the 
esoteric justice of the treatment meted ont 
to the mutineers, It was snid by ano 
Justice of the Peace thit in the presence of 
reasonable grounds for believing that risk 
attached toa voynge to the North, he would 
be the last mun in the world to insist that 
they should proceed, We asked ourselves 
what would bo reasonable grounds. There 
wes then no Baltic Armadn in the vicinity. 
The mined arena were in many of the cases 
not to be crossed or approached. W hat then, 
had these men to fear? Were they cowards, 
starting at shadows, trembling at the mere 
possibility of danger? The ordinary perils 
of the sea they were uccustomed to risk 
without a thought. The idea occurred to 
ug that these. men were “sea Iawyers.” 
They learned that extra freight wis being 
earned by their ship, and .asked them- 
The answor that -naturally 
suggested itself, to them that 
extra freight was paid because there was 
reasonable ground for apprehending risk 
to the ship. Any risk to the ship must be 
shared by themselves, The ship was ins 
aured; they were not. ‘The sen-lawyer, 
particularly the British variety, has a keen

sense of equity, and a stubborn idea of 
fighting for what be conaiders to be justico, 
for what is “fnir.”. Extra risk, extra freight, 
extra pay for the sea-lawyer must obviously 
have been the train of thought, That no 
reference was mide to any demand for extra 
inducements does pot. vitiata the theory. 
They muy well have expected to he offered 
inducements to continue. In some cases, 
that was the course pursued. Ia others, 
now uuder discussion, the men were 
treated, not to bribes, but to threats. The 
letter of the bond was cited. They ‘were 
sent to gaol, ‘This seemed to us wrong, but

‘the law, there is little use in kicking 
aguinst the pricks. [Fresh cases followed ;

Ie was just as likely to catch 
thein when it was at Madagascar; but n0 
“mutter, it is being talked of here, and there- 
fore the men have now reasonable ground 
for their fears. If they have, their prede- 
ceagors had; and if the recent offeuders go 
free, something seems owing to those who 
preceded them to gaol.

{THE BURMO.CHINESE FRONTIER. 

The Mirsiou of English and Chinese officials, 
which has recently started for the Burmo- 
Chinese frontier, has for its object, it. ia said, 
the examination of the conditions on the 
frontier, ‘without contemplating -any dolimite- 
tion. Through woll-informed sources yosterday, 
however, our representative learned that de- 
limitation is slmost certain to follow the work of 
the Mission, though not necessarily immediately. 
Under the Treaty signed by Lord Rosebery. on 
March Ist, 1804, tho bour lary was delimited 
as far north os latitude 24 degrees 35 minutes. 
It is with tho remaining portion the Commission 
will bave{o deal. 2 

The Indian Government has lately been 
making special efforts to encourage the trade 
along ‘tho caravan’ ronte from Biomo on the 
Upper Trowady to Tong-sueh (Momein) in the 
Chinese. province of Yunnan. Fifty years ago 
the trade betwoen Upper Burma and Yunnan 
wos volned at half 2 million sterling, but it fell 
to rery small dimensiona duriug tho raigu of 
the last of the Kings of Burms. Of late it has 
brguu to revive; espcielly vince o road wan 
mode, on the recommendation of Mr. Lytton, 


the Toi-ping-goxges. Mr. Lyiton has also advo- 
coted the laying of » light line of railway from 
Bhamo to Tevg-yaeh, and it is possible that 
the Indian Government may adopt the scheme. 
It the Chinoss would repair th: road from 
Teng-yuch to Talitfa, the offorta of the French 
to divert the balk of the Yunnan and Sze-chuen 
trade to their porta in Indo-China would have 
far lesa chance of success. Yong-yueh, it may 
be added, is now a placa of small iraporianoo in 
itself, but it isa reoviving centre for ‘goods to 
and from the northern and central districts of 
Yunnan and the south-western part of 8ze-

The’ Reverend. Mother admitted that it 
seemed to her undesirable for Europeans to 
marry Chinesa, but said that when such couples 
approached a priest. it was clearly his duty 
to marry then rather than let them live 
in sin. | It appenra very easy for Chinamen to 
marry (if thoy did really marry the women 
they lived with) Europeans in Austrelia, Tho 
Convent received Burasian children as pupils 
without question. :

MORE CHINESE LABOUR WANTED: 


Tho United: States Consul at Victoria, B.C., 
says au attempt.is about to be made to introduce 
Chinose labour into some of the mines of the 
provinos. "It has been found impossiblo,” 
writes tho Consul, “to successfully work 
hydraulic mines in many portions of Britiah 


Columbia at the prices psid for whito labour, 
aud in consequence en effort in to be mado 
again next season to introduce. Chinese labour 
in the hy iraulic minos at Atlin, in the northern 
section of this province. A few yoars ago a 
anther of Japanese wore taken into the district 
for this purpose, but in consequence of tho 
Astermined opposition of the local minors’ 
unions the Mine owners were compelled to 
abandon their intention in the mattur. Sinco

it is proposed to increasa the wages of white 
miners now in the distriet, who will be employed 
‘as foremen or overssers. Jn other caves tho 
labour problom is being solved in « differant 
mannor by the adoption of 9 mothod of placer 
mining by means of dredging, a practice which 
haa given excollent results in California.

THE WORD’S COTTON TRADE. - 


Our position in the cotton trade of the wor'd 
occasions little wonder among ns now, but the 
inevitable statistics, revealing where we stand 
in comparison with cthor _ countries,. must 
occasion strongly covetous thoughts in the 
minds of our competitors.

THE DIRECTOR OF KEW GARDENS 
ON CEYLON RUBBER. 

Most remarkable success hax attendod rubber 
enltivation in Ceylon and, at the general meeting. 
of the Ceylon Ayricultural Board the other day. 
HE the Governor read the following important 
extracts from a letter which he hind received 
from Sir W. Thisolton-Dyer, the Divector of 
Kew:—"T believe you have a good thing in 
rubber. Kew introduced st into Ceylon ia 1876 
atthe expenss of the Indian Government, I 
hear you have alreudy 12.000 acres planted up 
with it. which is not « bad beginning. Ceylon 
Para mnbber has fetchad 6s. 1d. a pound, which 
isthe highest price rubber has ever fotched, at 
any rate in modern times. [ hear from private 
sources that Manchester will take uny 
quantity, ox, on account of its oxireme 
purity, it lends itself . at oneo to 
manufacturing. purposes without. previous pro- 
psration. ‘The demand for rubber ix growing, 
and is practically jnexhaustible, aud Brazil is 
showing eigns of not being. able to keep paco 
with the demand. I hop: to «tart this cultiva- 
tion on the Gold Coast. ‘and I sent our man 
there, to Ceylon, to seo what was beivg donv. 
Ho has written u nsefnl book ssa result, and I 
enclose an advertisement of it. E agree with 
you that.thero is no such thing o# a rubber 
oxport, from the planters print of view. Very 
little is known of mbber itself in the commeroinl 
state.- The study-of the latex in varying condi- 
tious of soil and climate bas certainly not been 
worked outunywhere. If it is done it will be in 
Ceylon, and Dr, Wills and his staff are the 
people to do it. You must remomber that 
rubber has beon merely practically 2 fera natura, 
aod the manufacturer bea aimply used it as ho 
found it.”—Commereial Intelligence,
